Semi-double; corolla a very light lilac blue. The sepals 
are an irridescent pink. 


ABUNDANCE—basket 


Semi-double; very heavy bloomer. The corolla is a 
pale bishop blue, turning into near white at the base 
the sepals are rose pink. 


AMAPOLA—basket 


Corolla deep orchid rose; large, slightly double. 
Sepals rose. Starts blooming first of June. Continues 
until late November. 


AMELIA AUBAN—basket 


Single corolla a bright cerise pink. A long tube and 
bright white sepals. A good showy basket. 


AMERICA—basket 


Single corolla which is a dark tyrian rose. A long thin 
tube, white at the base, changing to rose madder on 
the outside of sepals and solid crimson on the under- 
side. Pistil and stamens are extra long. 


AMY LYE—upright 
Single corolla, coral orange. Sepals, waxy white. Early 
bloomer, with a real shower of blooms. 


ANDRE LE NORTE—upright 


Large double prune colored corolla. Broad crimson 
sepals. Should be staked. 


ANITA—upright 
Described as an upright up north, but in the south 
it makes a fine large basket and does not grow up- 
ward at all. Exceptionally large blooms; double, violet 
with splashes of red shades that blend well. Sepals 
are dark turkey red. 


ANNA—basket 


Large double corolla, the outer petals a_ strong 
magenta, the base of petals, with the sepals and tube 
carmine. The foliage is exceptionally large and a 
dark green. A vigorous grower and recommended for 
drier climates. 


ANNA ROTH—upright to four feet 
Double dark burgundy flowers with red sepals. Makes 
a fine trellis; very rich. 
APRIL SHOWERS—Fuchsia-La—bushy basket or low 
upright 
Corolla is of light magnolia purple; sepals are rose 
madder. Petals are scalloped and long. 
ARBORESCENS—upright—will basket 


Tiny rosy lilac flowers in erect terminal clusters. 
Small foliage. Strong grower. 
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AUNT JULIANA—basket 


Double basket type, shape of Uncle Jules. Extremely 
large corolla pale lavender-blue. Carmine red sepals. 


AURORA BOREALIS—upright—(also called Speciosa) 
Single orange-red corolla. Narrow, soft pink sepals. 


AURORA SUPERBA—upright—will make basket 
Single, deep orange-peach corolla. Sepals and tube of 
light orange-apricot. 

AUSTRA-MONTANA—upright 


Single brilliant Orange flowers about three inches 
long, flaring wide at the end of tube. A specie and 
quite rare. 


AUTUMNAL—(also called Meteor)—basket or trellis 


Single corolla and small. The corolla is a light purple 
and the sepals a dark red. Mostly grown for its 
beautiful foliage which is orange, bronze, yellow and 
green. Feed to keep growing for new foliage. 


AVE MARIA—upright or basket 
Double, white corolla with just a slight flush or pink 
in the veining at the base of the petals. The sepals 
are white with a greenish tip. Tube is a greenish 
white with flecks of pink at the base. 
AVIATOR—upright | 


Single white corolla with rose red sepals. Fairly large 
flowers and a good grower. Will stand a hotter grow- 
ing condition than most other fuchsias. 


AZTEC—upright 
Large double corolla which is a vivid shade of violet, 
with small stripes of bright red, set off by bright red 
sepals. The plant is a good vigorous grower. 

BABY DOLL— 
Medium sized double flowers of amethyst violet, 
white sepals 


BALI HI—1955—basket- 
Double mauve. Blue corolla, sepals white tipped green. 


BALKAN—basket 
Single, flowers about one inch long. Corolla and sepals 
both pink but sepals are a little lighter pink. This is 
one of the truly cascading varieties. 


BALLERINA—upright

BRAZIER—basket 


Semi-double globular type bloom of deepest carmine. 
The sepals are of a satiny pale carmine and are 
recurved, 


BRIDESMAID—patent pending—upright 


Double corolla lilac-orchid. Sepals white, phlox pink 
on underside. 


BRILLIANT—upright 
Single violet red corolla with scarlet sepals. Blooms 


nearly all year and will stand more than average 
amount of sun. 


BUBBLE HANGER—basket 
Single corolla flesh to rose madder, with reversed 
concave petals. Broad sepals light apricot pink. Does 
well in warmer sections. 


BUNKER BOY—upright 
Double corolla of long fluted geranium lake petals. 
Thick waxy tube and long, broad sepals, white flushed 
palest carmine. 


BUTTERFLY—basket 
Large single corolla of rose bengal, crimson at the 
base. The sepals are very long and are crimson. Both 
the sepals and the petals curve backwards. The buds 
are long and pointed, making a nice display. A true 
cascader and one of the best growers. 


CALIFORNIA—upright

This plant is noted for its abundance of bloom and 
dense foliage spilling over the basket edge. Corolla 
a deep campanula violet (37) with radiating red 
veins on a lighter base. Sepals slightly upturned from 
the horizontal are of a brilliant carmine (21). A 
striking plant and heat resting. 


LILAC TIME—upright (but will make a bushy basket) 


Large, very double, spreading corolla of clear lilac. 
Sepals broad and nicely curled. Waxy carmine. Out- 
standing. 
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MACROSTEMMA ALBA—upright—(will basket) 


Tiny single blooms and foliage. Almost pure white 
sepals and corolla, just a very faint lilac flush visible. 


MADAM CARNOT—upright 
Large double corolla, white to pink. Red sepals. Out- 
standing double flowers. Will make a basket by 
pinching. 

MADAME CAROLYN—upright 


Double corolla of a very fine rosy lilac. Deep rose 
sepals. Will make a basket. 


MADAME DANJOUX—upright 
Double corolla with splashes of carmine. Sepals bright 
red. 


MADAME LANTELMA—upright 


Extremely large double white flushed with pink. Sep- 
als crimson. Will basket. 


MAGELLANICA GRACIL!IS—upright 


Small thin flowers with narrow red sepals and short 
purple corolla. Strong grower, sometimes appearing 
to climb. 


MAIDEN’S BLUSH—low bush or will basket 


Double white corolla with apple blossom pink sepals. 
Low bushy plant or will make a basket. 


MAMIE—1954, basket or upright 


Large beautifully formed corolla of a lovely cerise 
shade. Inter petals extend down in four separate loops, 
outer petals slightly variegated with a soft pink, and 
extending down like little bangs. Coral pink sepal 
and tube. 


MANTILLA—basket 


Single corolla, very long tube and sepals. All pure 
carmine, fine trailer with bronzy foliage, very heat 
resistant. Quite early bloomer. 


MARINKA—basket 


Single or semi-double, all red corolla and sepals. This 
fuchsia is one of the musts in all collections. Will do 
nicely on trellis. 


MARIONETTE—upright or basket 


Double corolla of white with faintest flush of pink 
at base of petals. The white sepals have a faint 
trace of very pale rose. By pinching can be made to 
basket. 


MARY FAIRGLO—1955—basket 
Single, pink, shaped like Christmas bell. 


MAZDA—upright 
Large single orangey carmine. Same color sepals. 
Good grower. 


MELODY—basket or upright 
Single corolla of pale cyclamen purple. Recurved pale 
neyron rose sepals. Very easy to grow. 


MEPHISTO—upright 


Small single corolla of deepest crimson, sepals of 
same color. Flowers are in clusters. This beauty 
bloomer is as fast a grower as you would find. It will 
also stand full sun except in warmest areas. 
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MERLE HODGES—basket 
Double corolla of blue flushed pink. Sepals rosy red. 


MERRY-GO-ROUN D—Fuchsia-La—basket 
Double corolla of rose opal. Inner petals are a petunia 
purple. Sepals are a brilliant cherry red. Also stand 
full sun except in warmest areas. 
MICHELANGELO—upright 
Double purple to blue corolla. Sepals crimson. 


MILLIONAIRE—1955—basket 
Double violet purple. Sepals red. 


MINNESOTA—upright 


Semi-double, corolla of deep purple to carmine, sepals 
ivory rose. Will really grow to huge size, so prune 
heavily. Stands lots of abuse. This fuchsia will take 
lots of sun. 


MISS B. HESS— upright 
Double corolia of white veined with rose. Sepals deep 
scarlet. A showy plant. 


MISSION BELLS—Fuchsia-La—basket or trellis 


Large single corolla of deep royal purple. Crimson 
sepals. The petals flare out at open end of flower to 
form a perfect bell shape. Without doubt this is one 
of the most popular fuchsias grown. 


MODESTY—upright 
Single corolla of light rose. Sepals shell pink. 


MOLESWORTH—basket 
Double large snow white corolla with small red veins 
at base of pink. Sepals of scarlet. 
MOONLIGHT—basket 
Double pink to rose. Sepals white tipped green.

Double corolla a nice shade of deep lilac blue; short 
tube and long, broad, upturned sepals, deep red— 
inside of sepals of crepe texture.

Small single blooms of salmon pink. Flowers in masses. 
A fast grower and will take lots of sun. 


MRS. G. G. HENRY—basket 
Single white corolla; tube and sepals pale pink. Good 
bloomer. 


MRS. LOWELL SWISHER—upright 
Small single tubular flowers of flesh pink to all rose 
corolla. White sepals. 


MRS. RUNDLE—basket 


Single light orange, long tube and sepals, pale sal- 
mon. Strong grower. 


MRS. VICTOR REITER—basket 


Single corolla in pure crimson except at base, which 
is creamy white. The sepals are also creamy white. 
A long tubed flower. Very showy. 
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MURIEL—basket 


Semi-double open corolla veined rosy lilac. Sepals 
scarlet. A heavy bloomer. 


NEW FASCINATION—upright 


Double corolla soft pink, each petal veined rose; up- 
right sepals scarlet. Strong plant with stiff. branches 
and fine foliage, producing large fluffy flowers in 
great produsion. 


NIOBE—basket 


Double corolla. Tyrian rose, upturned sepals, white 
flushed pale pink. Vigorous trailing habit. (Not avail- 
able for 1952 in any quantity). 


NONPARIEL—upright or basket 


Double to semi-double, corolla pale purple blue. Sep- 
als are ivory pink. Fine for espalier. 


OLD SMOKY—upright or basket 
Double corolla of old rose with a smoky cast. Sepals 
pink. 

OPALESCEN T—Fuchsia-La—upright 


Wilil make a large willowy. basket. Large deep double 
corolla of bluish aster violet with an opal-like blending 
of delicate rose at base of petals. Perfect upcurved 
sepals are of a lovely china rose. Strong willowy 
grower. 


OREGON TRAIL—basket 


Single hoop-skirt corolla opening to flat saucer shape, 
color is light amparo purple. Petals are veined rose 
red, heavier at base. Tube and upturned sepals are 
crimson. Free flowering. 


OTTO—upright 
Single blue purple corolla with wide bell shaped 
petals. Sepals, deep crimson. 


PACIFIC GROVE—upright—(makes a large basket) 


Heavy double corolla of light violet with light crim- 
son, small petals on outside that merge into dark 
crimson. Crimson sepals. 


PAGODA—basket or bushy upright 


Dark red single corolla. Sepals red and a very pro- 
fuse bloomer.

Very large double corolla, very pink. Tube and sepals 
red.

Large double, deep form solid red (Chrysanthemum 
Crimson 824/3). Outer petals are oval with clean- 
cut rounded edges. The sepals (Turkey Red 721) are 
nearly horizontal and hover wing-like over the deep 
corolla. Foliage is lush, rich and firm. The whole 
plant suggests trim neatness and formality.

Semi-double corolla, center petals Bishop’s violet, fad- 
ing to white base. Shorter outside petals phlox pink. 
Tube and sepals ivory white. Very robust. 


PINK BALLOON—upright—(will basket) 
Large double white corolla with pink sepals. 


PINK ELEGANCE (pat.)—basket 
Single corolla; pink long upturned rose pink sepals. 


PINK FAIRY—1954—upright 
' Double clear pink. Sepals pale rose tipped green. 


PINK PERFECTION—upright—(also as a basket) 
Double pale pink corolla with dark pink sepals. 


PINK POPCORN—basket 
Corolla with four white, serrated and pink veined 
central petals and numerous pleated smaller outer 
petals of phlox pink. A strong basket. 


PINK QUARTET—Fuchsia-La—upright 
Double. Most beautiful soft delicate pink flowers. 
Center four petals rolled into perfect tubes about 
pencil size.

PROMENADE—Fuchsia-La—1 95 6—upright 


Huge semi-globular skirt flaring double in a beautiful 
riot of pastel coloring and shading. Petals are violet 
36/2 blending to lighter shades. Sepals have a very 
uniform circular upcurl which adds beauty to the en- 
tire plant. Foliage is strong, rich and lush. 


PUGET SOUND—basket 


Double milky-white corolla of large center petals and 
spreading smaller ones, the outside overlaid pink on 
top, all petals veined pink at base. Tube and broad 
upturned sepals rosy-red.

1950 introduction. Very large, double. Tube and long 
waxy sepals crimson (22).

Double creamy ivory corolla and sepals turns to pale 
peach. 

SIDNEY MITCHELL—basket—(will grow as upright) 
Very large double, almost black shiny purple corolla. 
Bright sepals. 


SLEIGH BELLS—1954 
Single white corolla. Sepals white tipped green. 


SNOW FLURRY—basket 
Semi-double white with a little pink on petals. 


SO BIG—1955—basket 
Double white and pink. Sepals open 5” across. 


STREAMLINER pat.— 


Long slender buds and tube. Semi-double corolla, extra 
long twisted and curved sepals. All red. Basket. 


STELLA MARINA—upright 


Seven to eight feet, but can basket. Semi-double long 
corolla, companulu violet heavily marked light crim- 
son pink.

White, with pink veins in large corolla. Red sepals. 


STRAWBERRY FESTIVAL—upright 


Creamy white corolla with streaks and blotches of 
red. Sepals are a very deep rose. 


SUNBURST—upright 
Single corolla of sunset pink. Sepals, pale pink. 


SUPER COLOSSAL—upright—(will basket) 
Large double corolla. Red sepals. Purple corolla. 


SUSAN PASQUIRE—basket 


Double corolla, white to pink. Pink sepals. Quite 
large and one of the early bloomers. 


SWANLEY YELLOW—basket 
Single lemon to orange corolla. Light apricot sepals. 


SWEETHEART—Fuchsia-La—basket 
Large double, pastel colors. Inner petals of corolla 
hyacinth blue, outer petals of rose bengal. Nice long 
sepals of rose madder. Really one of the most beau- 
tiful fuchsias grown. 


SWEET SIXTEEN—Fuchsia-La—basket or espalier 


Strong grower. Double corolla. Neapolitan pink or 
unusual shade. Sepals, upturned tips, neyron rose. 


SWINGTIME— 
Double corolla milky white with pink veining at 
base of petals. Medium tube, broad, upturned red 
sepals. 


SYMPHON Y—upright 
Semi-double blue, quite large and open corolla. Pink 
sepals claimed to have spread of four inches. 


TELEVISION—Fuchsia-La—upright 
Large semi-double corolla of flushed orchid with 
flushed white base. Waxy white tubes and sepals. 
Sepals faint pink on underside. Buds make you think 
it will be all white. 
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TENESSEE WALTZ—Fuchsia-Le—upright 


A strong growing bush upright. Clean cut, neat and 
trim in appearance. Medium large double corolla with 
curved sepals of a clean rose madder. Petals are 
flushed at base with rose madded blending into a 
lovely rose color of mauvette. 


TERRACOT TA—basket 


Single corolla, red. Red sepals which have upright 
points. 


THE DOWAGER— 


A very large basket type double. Corolla blue-purple 
with recurred sepals very bright red. 


THE DOCTOR—basket 


Single deep salmon pink, long tube and sepals light 
salmon. Strong grower, large flowers. Free blooming. 


THERMO—Fuchsia-La—basket 


Large single corolla; dark amethyst violet. Very 
striking waxy sepals. The color is crimson. 


THETIS—Fuchsia-La—basket or upright 


Semi-double corolla. The darkest color of inner petals 
is ruby red 827/3 fading at base of petal. Outer 
petals and sepals are turkey red.

TRAILING AUTUM—basket 
Large single corolla of pale magenta with a margin of 
orange vermillion. Sepals and stem are pale rose on 
top, shaded geranium lake underneath tipped with 
green. 


TRAILING QUEEN—basket 


Single corolla of fuchsia red with scarlet sepals. Has 
very beautiful brownish green leaves. 


TREASURE—upright—(also used as a basket) 


Very pale double orchid corolla. Well curved nylon 
rose sepals. Ivory tube. 


TREASURE ISLAND—basket 


Single corolla of shades from neyron rose at base to 
fuchsia pink of the very faintest. Sepals pale neyron 
rose. Good on small trellis also. 


TRUMPETER—upright 


Long single tube of luminous geranium lake, corolla 
slightly darker geranium lake. Flowers sometimes ex- 
ceed 334 inches in length. Growth is strong and arch- 
ing. Foliage is a tawny green except for new growth 
which is purplish red. Dry air and heat resistant. 
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TUTU—upright 
Double corolla, orchid-lavender. Tubes and _ sepals 
white with phlox pink on underside. 
UNCLE CHARLIE—upright 
Semi-double lilac lavender corolla; medium tube and 
brood reflexed sepals rose red. Strong grower. 
UNCLE JULES—basket—(by staking will grow upright) 
Very, very double purple to blue to violet corolla. 
Holds its color as it ages. Recurved crimson sepals. 
UPRIGHT ANNA—Fuchsia-La 
Very large double red. Same as Basket Anna only 
upright. 
UPRIGHT SAN MATEO 
Almost identical coloring of Basket San Mateo. Some- 
what larger and more double. A very compact upright 
plant with dark green foliage. Available in 1955. 
UTOPIA—basket or fine for espalier 
Very large long single corolla of dark tyrian rose. 
Brilliant rolled up crimson sepals. 


VAGABOND—1954 
Double, upright, red. 
VALENTINE—basket 
Semi-double corolla. Imperial purple fading to white 
at base of petal. Sepals white to rose. 
VICTORY—basket 


Single corolla of very vivid scarlet. Very long flowers. 
Sepals glistening carmine. One of the best fuchsias. 
A heavy bloomer on long stems. 


VINCENTE DE INDIA—upright 
Double corolla of light purple with red sepals. Very 
showy. 

VIOLA—low bush 
Single corolla of real blue; sepals are pink arranged 
like a pin wheel. 

VIOLET GEM—upright—(will basket) 


Large semi-double corolla deep violet with just a 
touch of carmine at base of flower. Upcurved sepals 
of carmine.

Double corolla of a fine shade of blue, upturned 
sepals rose pink. A continuous bloomer. 


WISTERIA—basket 


Single or semi-double corolla bluish mauve with flesh 
pink at base of lower petals. Has small petals along 
base. Large broad white sepals flushed bluish outside. 
Good trellis as well as a basket. 


WONDER BLUE—upright—(used more as a basket) 


Double corolla a fine blue and sepals deep rose. One 
of the finest blue and reds. 


WOOD VIOLET—upright 


Double corolla violet blue, short tube and broad, half- 
upturned sepals, dark red. Blooms freely. 


YULETIDE—upright—(will grow as a basket) 


Large double creamy white corolla, sepals and tube 
crimson.
